The interview with Dr. Faitlovich and Rabbi Dr. 
Margulies on the subject of the Falashas, of Abyssinia, 
which appears in another column, will revive many a 
historical reminiscence. The Falashas have been a subject of interest to 
their fellow Israelites ever since Eldad, the Danite, first discovered them 
in the ninth century. Unfortunately, some medizeval writers have confused 
them with the Black Jews of India, and hence the notices that appear of 
them in ‘the works of early’ Jewish and other travellers are not always 
authentic. For absolutely reliable data we have to consult the works of 
Bruce, Flad, Halévy, Stern and other modern explorers, who have visited 
the home of this ancient colony of Jews. 


The Falashas. 


The question of their origin 
cannot as yet be said to be definitely solved, but the fascinating theory that 
they are descendants of the prisoners of Shalmaneser, and therefore a 
portion of the lost Ten Tribes, may in all probability be dismissed. Not- 
withstanding that they call themselves “ Israel,” we may assume, with 
Joseph Halevy, that they represent a Judean stock who, through 
intermixture with the natives whom they converted to their 
religion, produced the Falasha type. All their traditions and 
ceremonies point to this conelusion. While they are ignorant 


of the Hebrew language, their religion is purely Mosaic, and they 
only know the Bible in an Ethiopie version, Their Torah consists of eight 
books, which include Joshua, Judges, and Ruth. The sacrificial system is 
still in force among them, and they have besides their “ kohanim en 
who are the ritual slaughterers, their “nezirim,” who are a sort of superior 
order of priests. Theordinances of zizith, tephillin and mezuzot h 
among them: so too are Purim and Chanucah. They believe sp a Messiah 
who will take them back to Jerusalem. Their synagogue (“masjid é. 

divided into a holy place and a “holy of holies,” which latter contains 
the ashes of the red heifer and the “water of sin.” Incense is burn 
and the paschal lamb is slaughtered, but. offerings are more frequen 
than those commanded in the Pentateuch. Cireumeision 15 performed, 
the Sabbath is observed, and on that day no fire is kindled, The aymen 
of fasts and festivals is extraordinary, but it clearly has a Mosaic origin. 
They fast on the New Moon, and not only on the tenth of Tishri but also on 
the tenth of every month, in remembrance of the Day of Atonement; on ‘ he 
fifteenth in remembrance of the Passover and Pentecost ; and from the onic 
to the ninth of Tammuz in commemoration of the destruction of the Firs! 
Temple. They eat unleavened bread not only at Passover but likewise ‘ut 
Tabernacles, which, however, they do not celebrate by building booths. 
Thev redeem their first-born, and abstain strictly from the eating of blood. 
They wash their hands before eating. The mission to our lost kinsfolk, 
which the Alliance Israélite has decided to send, and which has for its 
ultimate object the foundation of a Jewish school, is likely to be productive 
of so much good that it is much to be regretted that Dr. Faitlovitch has 
withdrawn from the undertaking. 


We heartily concur in the suggestion put forward by the 
Synagogue Rev. A. A. Green at Newport (Mon.) last week for the 
Federation. federation of the various congregations In South Wales. 

The proposal is eminently practical and wholly beneficial. 
It would give gny district to which it was applied common action in 
religious education, synagogue administration and charity disburse 
ment. It would focus the scattered forces of the little Jewish communities 
and it would give them all the benefits which naturally flow from 
cooperation and union. The experiment of loeal federation might 
especially be tried in South Wales, where there are a number of small 


self-centred congregations, each revolving in its own little orbit in sublime 
independence of its neighbours, and in equal isolation from the rest of the 
community ; ard we are glad that the result of Mr, Green's address was an 
announcement that a conference of delegates from the congregations in 
South Wales and the West of England will be held during the coming 
summer. We trust that the meeting will have a practical issue, 
and not end in «a eloud of words. But there is no reason why 
the process of drawing together should be confined to the 
communities here mentioned. It could be advantageously applied in other 
parts of the country, and notably in some of our larger tow ns, thus soly ing’, 
by easy stages, the problem of @ United Synagogue for the United hingdom, 
which has often been broached. That it should be left to Mr. Green, 
making his way as a solitary pilgrim among the Welsh hills, to strike a 
serious blow for this ideal, is as creditable to the minister of the 
Hampstead Synagogue as it is discouraging evidence of our almost 
unshakeable communal inertia,

One of the prettiest sights to be seen is chess played with living pieces.

uwe\t town, where the same thing recurs. In the different towns the 
price varies. Sometimes it is as high as 5s., sometimes it reaches the low 
licure of Is. 6d. If only Rachmonuth and commonsense would enter into 
purtnership, what a great deal of good could be be effected, what a great deal 
of harm could be averted! What good does the Is. 6d. do to anyone except 
‘he distant shareholder of the railway company over whose line the peri- 
jatetie Schnorrer takes his ticket 2?) And how unfair it is to people who may 
i conseientious in one town to have people thus sent on to them from 
another without thought or justification ! . The modus operandi is as follows : 
The loeal Board of Guardians meets, as a rule, one evening in the week, and 
deals with loeal eases for relief as best it can. On the other days, authority 
is given to the Treasurer to deal with what are termed “ casual cases” as he 
thinks fit. Someone comes to the door, and is not always even interviewed, 
The fixed dole is given him or sent out to him, and he passes on. Somet imes 
the Treasurer is not at home, in that case his little boy or his houseimaid 
receives and deals with an application of just the kind that would come 
before Mr. Stephany or Mr. Berman at the London Board of Guardians. And 
this goes on vear in and vear out, doing no permanent good to anyone, doing 
inuch harm to many and wasting sums of money which in the aggregate would 
be better spent in relieving people as to whose needs and merits no-one in 
the town has anv doubt whatsoever. Occasionally, a great effort is made, 
and, instead of the ordinarv small dole, a ticket for London is given, plus the 
address of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Can one conceive anything more 
Cruel to the deserving, more iniquitous in the case of the undeserving or more 
Unfair to our overburdened metropolitan charity ?

ARGENTINE. 


The harvest in the Colonies of the Jewish Colonisation Associat ion, which 
hegan recently, promises everywhere to be very good. Several Moisesville 
colonists were exhibitors at an Agricultural Show held at Rafaela (Province 
of Santa Fé), and one of them, Hirsch Kaller, won prizes with several animals, 
among them a horse which gained the first prize, and is valued by Its owner 
at over £400. The manufacture of butter and cheese is extending ; _the 
factories in the Clara Colony receive 30,000 litres a day. Large sums continue 
to be sent by the colonists every week to their relatives in Europe (especially 
Russia). A collection which was made for the sufferers from the outrages 
in Casablanca realised a considerable sum. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The Neue Freie Presse publishes the following statement at the request 
of the Austrian Israelite Alliance: Two months ago the sixteen year old 
girl, Rosa Rusinek, was abducted from her parents house in Dobrowa (Tarnow 
district), and has since been detained at the convent of the Felicians at 
Cracow. Three weeks ago a relative of the girl asked at the convent 
whether she was still there and received a negative reply. On January 2nd 
the police ascertained that the girl has resided for the last two months in 
the convent. The parents asked the Lady Superior to be allowed to see 
their ¢hild. As the Lady Superior refused her permission, the police issued 


an order that the girl was to be allowed. to: see her relatives. Accordingly 
a police commissary, together -with Dr. Raphael Landau, legal 
representative of the parents, and relatives of the’ 
attended at the convent. The interview took place in the presence 


of two Sisters, and the girl was separated by a barrier from her relatives. 
Rosa Rusinek declared in the course of the interview, that she would not 
leave the convent, and desired to become bape ised. The parents how propose 
to take legal proceedings to compel the surrender of the girl. The minor, Lea 
Ginger, whose illegal detention at the same convent was recently reported, 
has succeeded in secretly escaping, and has returned to her mother. The 
Lady Superior has given notice tothe police of abduction.

BELGIUM. 


Powerful Article on Roumanian Persecution. 

As already mentioned in our columns, Professor L. von Bar, of Gottingen, 
has published in the Revue de droit interiational, of Brussels, an article deal- 
ing with the state of outlawry in which the Jews of Roumania are at present 
placed. Professor von Bar points out in his treatise that the two principles 
by which the nationality of an individual is determined are the jus soli and 
the jus sanguinis. For the jus soli to operate it is sufficient for the party 
concerned to be born in the country, and for the jus sauguinis to take effect 
it is necessary that the father of an earlier ancestor was a subject of the 
State. As in practice the regulation of nationality by jus sanguinis is often 
impossible or extremely difficult, persons become subjects through the jus soli 
or by aspecialact of State. Neither difference of race, of language nor of 
creed should be a reason for refusing any person the right of becoming a sub- 
ject of any particular country. Whereas in other countries the Jews enjoy 
the rights of citizens (though in some cases of limited nature) in Roumania 
they are entirely dependent on the goodwill of the Government, which at one 
time treats them as foreigners and another as Roumanian citizens. Thus, on 
the one hand, the Appeal Court-in Bucharest, in a decision given on March 
loth, 1903, declared that a Jew born in Roumania of parents resident there is 
liable fo no punishment. Lf he return to Roumania (in spite of administrative 
expulsion) on account of not having been accepted by any other country. On 
the other. hand, there is a decision of the Court of Cassation in Bucharest 
according to which a Jew born of parents resident in Roumania can be 
expelled as a foreigner, although he has discharged his military obligations 
and has formerly held a Réiimanian passport. Apart from the unjust oppres- 
sion which this inconsistent treatment of the Jews involves, it is contrary to 
the ordinances of the Berlin Treaty, Articles 44 and 45 of which enact that 
no-one in RoumapM@ may be excluded from the enjoymeut of civil and political 
rights on the ground of differences of religion or creed. Therefore, Professor 
voh Bar remarks, in conclusion, the signatory powers to the Berlin Treaty 
have the right and the duty to remind Roumania as to the necessity of 


observing these provisions. 
CHINA. 


Mr, Ellis Kadoorie, of Hong Kong, has approached the Shanghai Municipal 
Council on the subject of founding a second school for the Chinese: he 
promises subscriptions aggregating 25,000 taels (half of which he will con- 
tribute himself) towards the cost of building, if the Council will grant a site 
und hereafter control and manage the institution. It was decided at a 
meeting of the Council to request Mr. Kadoorie to leave the offer open for 
the present, until further developments in the matter of foreign education 
for the Chinese take place. A few years ago Mr. Kadoorie contributed 
30,000 dollars to the Chinese Public School at Hong Kong; and 10,000 dollars 
to another local public school. :

UNITED STATES. 
The Position of the United Hebrew Charities. 

The cessation of operations by the United Hebrew Charities of New York 
lasted only a week, as the offices reopened on the Ist inst. Dr. Lee kh. 
Frankel, manager of the Charities, explained, recently, in an interview with a 
representative of the American Hebrew, that such action would have to be taken 
toward the end of December, and, in fact, toward the end of each month. 
This was due to the fact that the Charities did not wish to expend its 
money continuously aud thus be forced in May or April to close for the 
remainder of the financial year until October. 

Mr. John Paley, editor of the Jewish Daily News, was found dead in his 
home at Brooklyn on the 23rd December. - On the previous Saturday night he 
was at his office as usual, and there was nothing to indicate that he was 
suffering in any way. He was the best-known Yiddish journalist in New 
York, and was attacked more bitterly than any other writer by Socialist 
papers. He was the author of several dramas and short plays. His latest 
work, which has remained unfinished, is a popular history of the United 
States that has been running as a serial in the Jewish Daily News. Mr. 
Paley, who was born in a small town in the Government of Minsk, was only 
thirty-seven years of age.

THE NEW RESTRICTIONS. 


The official * Information Bureau,” which is usually so sensitive and alert 
notice all newspaper articles dealing with rescripts of Government 
uthorities, and very quick to correct even partially inaccurate communica- 
ons, has hitherto not contradicted the information published inthe principal 
owspapers as to the putting into force of 600 senatorial restrictions against 
ve Jews, although such a contradiction was naturally awaited with great 
sxiety by the Jews. and their friends. On the other hand, 
during the last few days, further damaging senatorial “ decisions” 
ve been promulgated which denote the ruin of many hun- 
‘ood Jewish families. One of these decisions affects almost the entire 
owish mereantile community of Moseéw. over 400 families. In the year 
‘sou, when the Grand Duke Serge was Governor-General of Moscow, a 
striction was published according to which Jewish merchants of the First 
who settled in Moscow to take out merchants’ had in each ease 
veviously to: obtain permission from the Minister of Finance the 
jovernor-General. In the same year another restriction was added: that 
« tdmission of Jews to the mereantile Gommunity of Moscow should 
subject to a certain procentual limitation. The consequence 
this new restriction, was that hardly any Jew could settle thenceforth in 
Viascow. But a considerable number of Jewish merchants had resided in 
\ioscow for many years already, though they had each year to renew their 
ld certificate. The authorities, basing themselves on the new law, began 
meefuse to renew these certificates, a procedure that led one of the 
erchants, named, Lurie, to complain to the Senate, which, in full session, 
ver-ruled a report from the Minister of Finanee, and on the motion of M. 
Lopukhin, of the Ministry of the Interior, decided in favour of the com- 
slainant. At the present moment the Jewish merchants of Moscow are in a 
tate of panic and expect expulsion daily. Their only hope is in the good- 
i!and intervention of the Moscow merchantile elements and industrialists, 
‘o whom the expulsion of the Jews would be completely ruinous, 

Another restriction affects those Jewesses who, having passed a superior 
ourse in pedagogy, have hitherto enjoyed the right of residence outside the 
hale. They now lose this right. Another senatorial “decision! In such 
circumstances it is quite easy to understand the state of panic prevailing in 
Russian Jewry. In fear and trembling we ask each day what new restriction 
‘he morrow may bring forth. The hope formerly reposed in the Duma has 
completely disappeared. Although the Duma has so far had no opportunity 
of dealing with the Jewish question and of expressing an opinion upon it, yet, 
hiving regard to its predominatingly anti-Semitic character, we know what we 
hive to expect from it. Similar to the project for declaring the Jews aliens, 
which LT have already reported, is the one proposing to exclude them: from 
the army and to levy a tax instead on the Jewish communities. This would 
still further degrade the status of Jewish citizens. It is only baptism now 
n Russia which can wash away Jewish restrictions. We have become 
apathetic and have lost all jnitiative. 


THE GENERAL SITUATION. 

A very pleasing change in the attitude of the powerful Workmen's 
Oreanisation, the Bund, towards the Jewish community in general, can be 
noticed lately. The leaders of the Bund have abandoned their tactics of 
lostering ill-feeling amongst Jewish labourers to all other classes. Some of 
them are even openly advoeating a rapprochement with the middle classes, 
\mongst the reasons, prompting the Bundists to alter their policy, was 
certainly the absence of any reference to the Jews in the statement made on 
behalf of the Social-Democrats during the debate on the Ministerial 
Declaration. The omission has greatly disappointed the Jewish workers, 
who have not failed to express their disgust in their organs. The triumph 
of the Liberal movement at the time brought with it the division of the Jews 
nto numerous parties. It is to be hoped that in the hour of failure the 
General Jewish Organisation will, after all, be formed, in order that our 
brethren may deserve the name of a “united people” given to them by their 

IN PARLIAMENT. 

At the meeting of the Committee, M. Niselovitz drew the attention of the 
deputies to the opinion of the bureaucracy, echoed by Count Bobrinsky in 
the Duma, that they were not competent to deal with the Jewish question, as 
our co-religionists were oppressed on national grounds. Ina spirited speech, 
he demonstrated to his colleagues that the problem was a religious one 
imasmuch as converted Jews enjoyed equal rights in Russia. He was also 
supported by Herr Freedman, by all the opposition members, and by a few 
Octobrist deputies. The great feature of the debate was the declaration of 
M. Pavloviteh, who represents Minsk in the Moderate interest. He stated 
that he agreed with the conclusions drawn by M. Niselovitz. <A decision 
favourable to the Jews is now contidently expected. 


THE JEWISH COLONIES. 

The Ministry of Agriculture has included the lands belonging to the 
Jewish colonists amongst those which are now being sold to Russian peasants 
under the new Agrarian Laws promulgated by M. Stolypin’s Government. 
The Jews, as non-orthodox citizens, do not come under the category of the 
peasants who are permitted to buy the land. In reply to a petition drawn 
up by the Jewish colonists, the authorities stated that they did not believe 
the Jews to be seriously inclined towards agriculture. It is interesting to 
note how quickly the Government have changed their minds. Only a few 
years ago the administration of the crown-lands allotted to the Jewish 
colonists larger areas of land, finding their possessions too small for them. 


THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 

The Zhitomir Real Russians have established a regular trading and com- 
mercial department, which is doing a great deal of harm to the local Jewish 
merchants. 

The trial of the leaders of the pogrom at Orsha in 1905 revealed such 
horrible cruelties and the guilt of the police to such an extent, that the 
Court could not help sentencing a few of the organisers of the massacre to 
three and four years penal servitude. 

The quarrel between Dubrovin and Purishkevitz led to the removal by 
the latter of important documents belonging to the Union of Real Russians. 

nh consequence, the office of the Union was temporarily closed, and M. 
rishkevitz has announced his resignation of the post of Vice-President.

ISCELLANEOUS. 

At Luben, legal proceedings were taken against many prominent Jews 
and citizens (including M. Shemet, deputy of the first Duma, and the ex- 
Mayor, Vsatkoff) for organising a Self-Defence Committee in 1905, with the 
offcial permission of the former Governor of the provinee, Prince Urussoff. 

The new organ of the Jewish Colonisation Association Information 
Bureau, the Jewish Emigrant, has proved a great success. It continues to 
deal competently with questions closely affecting those who are compelled to 
leave Russia. — It not only instructs them on the best methods of completing 
their voyage, but it also furnishes them with information regarding the 
distant lands to which they determine to go. 

rhe editor of the Hoffiung, Herr Levinsohn, has been sentenced at Wilna

At a meeting of the Johannesburg Jewish Guild, Mr. P. R. Davis read 
a paper on Mr. Ll. Zangwill which was subsequently reproduced in the South 
African Mouthly. The Guild is about to institute an experiment in conjunction 
with the Johannesburg Publie Library. The subscription to this library is a 
guinea per annum, but the members of the Guild wish to be enrolled at a capita- 
tion fee of 10s. per ahs whieh will be paid from the funds. If this scheme 
is carried, the objects of tho Guild will be furthered, and, incidentally, the 
scope of the Public Library widened. 

The Johannesburg Jewish Ladies’ Society recently held a confetti fete 
and fair in the grounds and hall of the German School, © Unfortunately, rain 
fell on both days, and this, to a great extent, spoilt the out-of-doors pro- 
gramme. Nevertheless, there was a large gathering and financial success 
seems assured. 

Every week sees the financial position of our synagogues more straitened 
and matters have almost reached a crisis. Extreme difficulty is now being 
experienced in meeting liabilities in the form of current expenses. All the 
principal congregations are in the same plight and the present situation is 
the direct result of past extravaganee. In times that are past money was 
plentiful but foresight lacking, and no provision in the form of a sinking fund 
was made, It is no use now crying over what might have been. What is 
more to the point is to face the present situation and try once and for all to 
end it. If an establishment as large as that in the old days cannot be 
maintained on the present income, all that remains to be done is. to 
reduce the establishment. This is a business proposition, and after all, it 
wust be recognised that even spiritual institutions have a monetary basis. 
The present situation has not arisen from any marked decrease in the 
number of Jews in Johannesburg, but those who are here are less able than 
formerly ty bear the heavy communal taxes. Charity begins at home, and, 
much as it may be deplored, a man’s home is nearer to him than his 
synagogue, and it is the synagogue purse that is the first to feel the pinch. It 
is necessary, therefore, that these taxes be radically reduced. No half 
measures will alleviate the trouble in it present state. The best remedy 
seems to be some scheme of amalgamation which will materially seduce 
expenses. The present system cannot be carried on indefinitely ; in fact, the 
end—-bankruptey —seems very near, and immediate steps will have to be taken 
to avert such a calamity. ai 

Mr. A. M. Abrahams, Headmaster of the Jewish Government School 
recently received the following cowmunication from the Education Office : - 
Section 34 (2) of the Education Act of 1907 provides for the special case oi Jewish 
children, and the Colonial Secretary is agreeable that, in accordance with this section, 
religious instruction shall be given during the first hour of the school-day and in the 
Hebrew language. It is understood that in other respects the provisions of the law 
with regard to religious instruction will be complied with. 

The official reading of this clause should be extremely gratifying to the 
community as, by it, the security of the Jewish school is even better assured 
than it was before the new Education Act came into force. At one time it 
seemed likely that the Jewish school, as a Jewish school, would cease to exist, 
but now its position is definitely assured. Religion classes will now be 
organised in Market Street School, as the above ruling applies also to this 
school the great majority of the scholars there being Jewish.

The parade tormed up in Hyde Park, between the Catholic Cathedral 
and the Synagogue, and the scarlet tunics with white helmets of the 
majority of the men made a gallant show on the fresh green turf. 

The Military having been seated in the central block of the synagogue 
and adjomning seats, the eleven Contirmees of the year entered in procession, 
the girls entirely in white and veiled, the boys in black suits and straw hats. 
Our excellent choir of thirty-eight lady and gentleman congregants now 
commenced a most creditable series of anthems, under the baton of Mr. M. 
Diamond. They ftirst sang Mombach'’s Boruch Habbo, and after the Rabbi 


had “presented” the. Confirmees, continued with Salaman’s Hori. 
The youths and girls offered up a solemn and: moving prayer 
suitable to the occasion; and then the choir in fine style sang 
Mendelssohn's lovely motet, “Hear my. Prayer” (Psalm 55), with 


organ accompaniment, the solo part being affectingly sung by Mrs. F. L. 
Cohen, whose merits as a “lady Chazan” are warmly appreciated here. The 
Rabbi gave an eloquent, though brief, sermon on Isaiah xxvx., 21, and made 
skilful use of the 144th Psalm in linking together the two parts of the day's 
celebration. The address was at once unconventional and convincing, and 
fully maintained the telling quality of pulpit oratory to which Sydney Jews 
have grown accustomed. It emphasised the high influence of religious 
education in safeguarding the internal harmony and progress of the State, 
and the importance of a general training to arms not only for its external 
security, but also for the manliness of its citizens; and the points were 
brought home by apt illustrations from the Maccab:ean story of heroism and 
references to current Australian problems. The Benediction led to the 
chanting of Maariv, the hour of sunset having meanwhile arrived: and Psalm 
0 and the Prayer for the King and his representatives in the Commonwealth 
in turn followed the kindling of the lights, all with choral response. After 
Alenuw came the Chanucah Hymn, in which very few congregants seemed able 
to join; and tinally the rousing unison of the National Anthem sung by the 
whole of that vast’ congregation, to the thundering accompaniment. of 
heaven's artillery. Tho Contirmees and the military left the synagogue in 
diverging procession, but the heavy storm cancelled the intended formal 
dismissal of the parade inthe park opposite. The service has made a pro- 
found impression upon the community and the public.

_ The Rey. A, A. Green lectured before the Jewish Literary Society at 
Newport (Mon.), on the Ist inst.~on “Jewish Problems of to-day.” = Mr.

For the Children's Sake. 


Qne morning, during my residence in the University Settlement in 
New York, in the heart of the Ghetto, as | owas strolling along “ the 
Bowery,” Lsaw two Jewish children, both bonnie bairns, eagerly scanning 
a“ poster " at the door of a Jewish theatre. Many people, Jews with- 
out exception, were pressing in. and the faces of the children showed 
that they had the desire, but not the: means, to join them. © In spite ot 
the Yiddish jargon in Hebrew characters on the placard, I read the 
announcement of a matinee “ for the children’s sake,” and | offered to pay 
these. children’s Way. They aceepted on condition that 1 should get 
their parent's consent and should go to the entertainment with them = a 
prudent and proper precaution on their part. The parents neither spoke 
nor understood English, but | mustered up enough Russian to convey my 
request, and when they learnt that | was living in the Settlement, they 
accepted me-as tchestuie tehelovek (i.e. an honourable man), and proved 
their confidence in me by giving permission to others of their children 
than those whom | had invited to go to the theatre with me. | was, I 
believe, the only Shaigatz (ie., Gentile), and my companions were the 
only children there. My little knowledge of Yiddish had proved a 
dangerous thing ; the title, not the intention of the entertainment, was 
For the Childrew’s Sake. 1 had expected a pantomime; but it was a 
tragedy of Jewish life in New York that had been advertised, 
and the children showed appalling familiarity with the seenes 
that were depicted on the stage, and gravely assured me, 
out of their own experience, that it was a very realistic play. 
We were first transported to Russia where we found several parents dis- 
cussing letters which they had received from America, and heard them 
resolve to emigrate there“ for the children’s sake.” We came to 
America with a band of immigrants and settled in New York, . There we 
saw the children becoming Americanised in speech, in manner, and in 
dress, but becoming also de-Judaised in religion and morals — losing their 
own souls while they gained the world. And, finally, we beheld the 
parents heartbroken over the disastrous results of their experiment and 
heard them resolve to return to poverty and persecution in Russia“ for 
the children’s sake.” Lhave seen many Yiddish plays since then, most of 
them mere sketches, bits of local colour or broad patches of caricature ; 
and although few of them express the deepest characteristics of the 
Americanised Jews, or grasp more than what is exotie and superficial in 
them, yet itis not without significance that all the characters in the end 
come to actual or coustructive grief owing to the disintegrating and 
demoralising effect of their new environment. And now that | have had 
some insight into their lives and longings, their secret sorrows and joys, 
their many shortcomings and crimes, and the meaning of them all, Tecan 
say, With my little Jewish friends, that these are “ very realistic” plays. 
Of course, Lhave seen much else than the plays present. Much else 
is apparent on the surface, and is the first that all, and all that) most, 
observers ever see; and there is general complaceney on the part of 
native Americans as they regard the Americanised Jews in their midst. 
But beneath the surface of the “Ghetto” of New York there is as deep a 
storm and stress of human life, and as intense a ferment of feeling, as is 
to be found in the Russian pale. Thave heard Jews curse America as 
deeply as ever, even by Jews, Russia was cursed; and a proMinent Jew, 
who has spent his life in the interests of his race, has told me that he has 
heard the elders in Israel curse Columbus for having discovered) America,

\I ny of the elder Jew Ss, especi lly these from Russia, where the letter 
of the law is strictly observed, when this discovery comes, make an 
heroic sacrifice, Prejudice and prescription, depriving them of the 
attractions of public life in Russia, have thrown them within themselves 
to find happiness in their idealised hopes; and rather than make gain by 
denving their ‘faith. they leave the hactory or shop in which they have 
found omployment and spend their lives as pedlars in order that that 
may be free to keep the feasts and fasts, the holy days and holidays 
appointed by the law. But their children, almost without exception, but 
seldom from conviction, easily surrender, and soon they learn to despise 
the ideals as well as the practices which they had been taught to cherish 
in the Russian Pale. A very learned and sagacious Scotchman, the late 
Thomas Davidson, who founded in London the Fabian Society, which he 
left when it was captured by Socialists, and who wielded remarkable 
influence in the New York Ghetto in the later vears of his life, had the 
insight and courage to direct a number of young Jews to the study of 
froethe s’ Faust, in order, as he said, help the young people w ho, amid 
many difficulties and misgivings, are crossing the desert from the Egypt 
of spiritual bondage to the Promised Land of Freedom to tind their way 
and to setthe down to a worthy life after their arrival.” The story of 
(;retchen is that of many daughters of Israel in New York. Their 
nature, their Geist, as Mephistopheles would say, is fundamentally good, 
like hers, and would suffice to save them in their old world but is 
insufficient for the new world of experience to which they have come. 
Like her, they are naive where they ought to be wise, childish where 
they ought to be experienced, romantic where they ought to be moral, 
dependent upon outside ritual and opinion where they ought to be self- 
poised. And all this, in their case as in hers, is the result of the medieval 
training which prevailed in Germany in Goethe's days and prevails in 
Russian Jewry to this day, in the synagogue, the family, and the society of 
the Pale. Against the temptations which beset them here the frailexternal 
buttresses of their moral life are powerless, and before they win any 
internal support the sad experience of Gretchen's life too often becomes 
theirs; and we can only hope that in their hearts, as in hers, God sits in 
the form of a right will, and that therefore ultimately, through their very 
disintegration, they will redintegrate themselves. And nay we not also 
hope for the ultimate redintegration of Judaism in America, where repre- 
sentatives of all the countries and customs of the dispersion are gathered 
together?) Will not a new Judaism emerge, full of promise both for the 
Jew and for humanity at large, when the breadth and practicality of the 
German “ Reformed ” Jews, the idealism and spirituality of the Russian 
“Orthodox” Jews, and the simple dignity and intelligent regard for the 
past of the Portuguese “Sephardic” Jews shall have fused with each 
other and blended all that is best in “Gentile” culture with the sub- 
limities of the ancient faith ? 
Decay of Ideals. 

But meanwhile the Jewish parent whose son, having abandoned 
orthodoxy, can never say Kaddish over his parents’ grave, and whose 
duughter even has become Pasha Yisrouda, sinner in Israel, SECS only 
that the glory has departed from his home and his race.

hative land. In Russia | have witnessed many touching and inspiring 
religious rites in Jewish homes. Through the celebration of these during 
Inmahy generations the sanctity of the home and an idealised conception 
of family life has become an elevating tradition, linking the Jew with a 
solden chain to his fathers before him and to all in his home, and I have 
seen a poor Jew, the object of the derision of the “Gentiles ” outside, 
throw off his garb of shame in the home and clothe himself with majesty 
and authority as lie prepared to perfornt the religious rites of his race 
But here, on the Passover occasion to whieh L have referred, while the 
parents with great reverence celebrated the deliverance from Egypt by 
solemn observance of the prescribed rites, the son, when called upon to 
take the mats or unleavened bread and pace up and down the room with it 
insymbolic allusion to the escape from Pharaoh's bondage, and, again, mid- 
Way in the serviee, to creep outside the room and then return to typify 
the entrance of Elijah as the harbinger of the Messiah, flatly refused, and 
he was upheld by the other children, who openly derided the whole 
ritual and the memories and hopes which it was intended to keep alive. 
The parents were heart-broken over their children’s apostasy ; and they 
had also the mortification of knowing that their parental authority, once 
supreme, had vanished in this land. In Russia, to this day, Jewish 
parents, often through the good offices of the shadchan, or mateh-maker. 
marry their children at an early age and maintain them, it may be during 
many years, till they can support themselves, cheerfully bearing the 
burden because, by early marriages, the chastity of their gons and 
daughters may be secured. But in America the children support 
their parents, who are often pathetically dependent upon them, even 
as interpreters of the speech and customs of the people amongst whom 
they have ehosen to dwell ; and as, in the altered circumstances, early 
marriages are the height of imprudence in those who wish to succeed, the 
parents see another of the safeguards of the morality, and often see also 
the morality, of their children swept away. Nor is another religon or a 
higher morality easily or often found, For although, outwardly, the 
Jewish immigrants, and especially the younger generation of them, come 
quickly to resemble the Americans amongst whom they live, they remain 
very unlike them in their inner life, in those deeper things whieh 
spontaneously express themselves and are too fixed intheir nature to be 
wiped out by the mere touch of a stranger. Thus they are prevented 
from intimate relations with the best Americans, and are apt to come into 
Closest’ contact with the residual heathenism of the new civilisation into 


which they have come: and often it is this which makes the most vita! 
impression upon them during their first: years here, taking hold of the 
innermost sourees of their lives and colouring their beliefs and their acts 
through a hundred hidden veins. Small wonder is it that the elder, 
many of them, “curse their day"! The Jewish youths, indeed, seer

that some Jews are already of the forces that are maintaining Ame 
rational ideals, and I grow confident that, were all who are pouring 
the country properly related to the best American. life, it would be 
the co-operation, if not even under the leadership, of Jews that Ame 
would marshal herself for a new intellectual and moral advance, } 
unfortunately, the great mass of Americans say, with placid content 
that. as the immigrant has been given the rights of American citizens! 
all their obligation towards him has been fulfilled, and so they aband 
him to the worst influences of his new environment, and too often hs 
citizenship becomes a menace to the State. 

Anti-Jewish Prejudice. 

Prejudice asserts itself against the Jews. Certainly, it is not 4. 
intense as that against which, in other countries and in earlier times, t 
Jew has stood helpless and dismayed and well-nigh speechless. No mor 
has he to endure great personal disrespect and mockery ; no more ts le 
subjected to positive ridicule and humiliation. Yet prejudice agains! 
him exists and must be accepted as a fact, deplorable in its extent‘an« 
fraught with inealeulable danger. And even a4 America Jews, 0 } 
excepting the most successful, many of whom -L have closely scrutinised, 
fail to shake themselves entirely free from the traces of self-questioning, 
self-disparagement, and lowering of ideals which ever accompany repre> 
sion and are bred in men who live in an atmosphere of contempt, however 
carefully it may be veiled. . 

Evidence of a vast prejudice abounds on every hand. It finds 
expression the term.“ Sheeny,’ which is American for dew 
“Do vou think that I would go and hear a Sheeny talk? ay 
American, whom I had not supposed to be illiberal, asked — me, 
not without seorn, when I had suggested that he should come wit! 
me to a “Reformed” synagogue to hear «a famous Rabhi_ preach, 
“The house is full to overflowing.” 1 overheard an hotel clerk say 
to an applicant for a room who, tike myself, had neglected to make 
arrangements in advance of arrival. But when those who were behind, 
and: of whom 1 was one, were preparing to go elsewhere, we were told 
that there was accommodation for us all. At the cost of a lie the clerk, 
acting under orders, had protected us from contact with a Jew. And 
the Jew, doubtless, merely pretended to be deceived, and without any 
pretence was embittered, by the ruse. One of the most charming womer 
of this country, whose women are supposed to excel in charm, proved to 
he a Jewess. Her features did not betray her, and for a time she found 
no necessity to declare her race: but when at last, under an obligation ot 
honour, she made it known, she was treated as a pariah by some of those 
who had been her most trusted friends. <A professor at a college upon

INTERVIEWS WITH DR. J. 


PROPOSED SCHOOL 

Among the many problems that have recently forced themselves upon the 
attention of modern Jewry, the most peculiar is that concerning the forlorn 
eolonies of our coreligionists in China and Abyssinia. Remarkable and 
romantic as the history of the Jews in Kurope mney be, there is something 
almost of the miraculous inthe survival of their brethren in Kai-Feng-Fu and in 
the land of Ethiopia. Despite the persecution to which they were subjected, 

the Jews of Kurope lived 
in an environment oof 
comparatively higher 
civilisation: expelled 
from one country they 
found refuge in another; / 
and among all ihe 
seattered 
from Cordova to Cracow, 
from Amsterdam to Alex- 
andria, there was a cer- 
tain solidarity 
produced both material 
amd spiritual advantages. 
But the  Falashas ol 
Abyssinia and the eotons 
of Kai-Feng-Fu were cut 
off from the great body of 
Jewry: and their isolation, both material and spiritual, in’ the midst of 
Hneouth and uneiviljsed tribes, exposed them to early extimetion, Never- 
theless, there is still a handful of Jews left in Kai-Feng-Fu, and there are 
several thousands still faithful to Mosate tradition in the various prey pees 
of Afyssinia. What is to become of them? Are they 
to be left alone, st) that the Process of decay that has hong in them 
should continue to its inevitable end?) Or will modern Jewry, half of which 
insists that it has a religious mission, whilst the other half is striving for 
at national regeneration, recognise these long-lost kinsfolk oft theirs 
exemplars of religious lovalty and racial Consciousness worthy not merely of 
platonie esteem, but of constant fraternal protection ? 

Such were the reflections forced upon me during a recent visit) to 
Florence, where | first had the opportunity of seemg ane speaking tou 
Falasha. It was at the house of the local Rabbi, Dr. Margulies, a man of 
learning, piety, and sincerity, upon whom, asta wandering dew, | called to 
pay my respects, with the additional object of learning something about 
Italian Jewry. But the interest in the country through which | was 
travelling faded away temporarily at the sight of the voung Falasha, who 
had been brought from his primitive home to this city of art and beauty and 
rich historic association. 

* How. comes he here ?" asked. 

“He was brought to Europe two vears ago by Dr. Jacques Faitloviteh,” 
replied Dr. Margulies. “ You will probably remember that Dr. Faitloviteh 
spent eighteen months in Abyssinia, making a special study of the various 
communities of Falashas, and when he returned to France in August, 1905, he 
was accompanied by two young men who wished to be educated in traditional 
Judaism. This is one of them, Ghetie Jeremiah.” 

The young Falasha, who was in modern dress, had remained standing 
deferentially some time, and required repeated invitation to sit down : 
it was a mark of innate good breeding. He had a dark-brown com- 
plexion, black curly hair, a slight black curly beard and pensive eyes. He 
had a pleasant and friendly expression; he smiled with every sentence that 
he uttered; and he spoke ina shy and timid manner. The hand that he held 
out for me to shake had a feminine limpness about it.” 

And his companion ?” | asked. 

“He is in Paris, under the eare of Dr. Faitlovich, and is being educated at 
a dewish school,” replied Dr. Margulies. “He is much brighter, though about 
five years younger than Jeremiah, who is now about twenty-five. Jeremiah, 
too, was originally in Paris, but it was thought best that he should be trans- 
ferred here, and he is being educated by me and by my colleague of the 
Rabbinical Seminary, Dr. Chajes. He is being trained in the principles and 
practice of traditional Judaism, with the objeet of his becoming a religious 
teacher in his native country, where Hebrew is altogether unknown. Already 
he can not only read Hebrew fluently, but he can speak it too, and he can 
speak French and Italian a little also.” 

“How many Falashas are there supposed to be ? And is anything else going 
to be done for them besides training these two men ?” 

“That would certainly not be enough for their salvation. According to 
Dr. Faitlovitch there are about 100,000 Jews dispersed in Abyssinia; but in 
order to‘ascertain additional data, both as to their number-and their condi- 
tion, it is proposed that Dr. Faitlovitch should return on a second mission. 
accompanied by one or two other Ethiopic scholars. His first mission was 
financed by Baron Edmond de Rothschild; the next will be under the auspices 
of an International Committee. The work of rescue is most urgent, for the 
Christian missionaries are very active there and delude the Falashas into 
believing that Jews no longer exist in other parts of the world. Some 
thousands of Falashas have already been baptised, mostly under compulsion :

Desirous of learning more about the fate of the Falashas }ealled apo 
Dr. Faitloviteh. in Paris, ine the eourse of my return journey from Ttaly. | 
found him in his study, in’ the Quartier Lattin, immersed in an 
Ethiopie volume. He hact the look of an Oriental traveller, but he afterward- 
explained that he was a native of the Polish town of Lodz, and had nee 
settled in the French eapital about ten vears. What was the history of his 
mission, Pasked; and what was to happen in the future ? 

“The accomplishment of my mission,” he replied, “ was due mainly to the 
venerosity of Baron Edmond de Rothsehild, but also to my teacher, the 
famous Orientalist, Joseph Halevy. In L868, Halevy went out to Aby sSitia te 
study the eonditions of the Falashas, and he brought one of them back with 
him. with the object of training him a religious teacher. Lnfortunately, 
owing to the outbreak of war soon after, both in Abyssinia and inthis country, 
he was unable to bring his researches and his libours to a fruitful result, 
And equally unfortunately, the voung Falasha that he had brought with him 
died. This was not all, for those from whom M. Halevy had expected 
sympathy and support actually threw doubt upon the genuimeness of his 
discovery. Just read this, if vou please.” 

Dr. Faitloviteh: produced a number of the Revne Sémitique, of January, 
1’, and pointed to a note at the foot of the Ethiopic letter that he had 
brought from the Falashas, and which was here edited by M. Joseph Halevy.

“This serious aeeusation was, of course, refuted,” continued Dr. Fait- 
lovitch, “by a French Vice-Copsul and other Europeans who had seen M. 
Halevy in Abyssinia. But the damaging impression that had been made was 
not easily removed, and the Falashas themselves were the sufferers. Do you 
know that since M. Haléevy returned Trom his expedition 50,000 Jews have 
heen baptised in Abyssinia? For that we have to thank the indifference of 
European Jewry. The interest of the Alliance Israelite in the question was 
again aroused some nine years ago, when, in. the course of the war between 
Italy and Abyssinia, some Jewish officers of the Italian Army came into con- 
tact with the Falashas. 
entrusted Dr. Angelo S. Rappoport with the task. But owing to various 
circumstances he was unable to proceed beyond Cairo, and thus the 
cause received another check. M. Halévy, however, resolved that .the 
Falashas should not be forgotten ; and, having been trained under him in the 
necessary studies, | was selected for the mission that I carried out in 1904 
1905." 

“And what about the future?” 1 asked. 

“Dr. Margulies has no doubt told you of the international committee 
formed, and the proposal to found a school in Eritrea. The exact locality has 
not vet been fixed, and it is éyven possible that we may prefer British soil, and 
found the school in the British Soudan. The main thing now, however, is to 
obtain financial support, apart from what has been voted by the Jewish 
Colonisation Association. | have accordingly travelled to various Jewish 
communities in Germany and Italy, lecturing on the Falashas and founding aid 
societies for the cause. I have also been invited to lecture in Rotterdam, 
und I should very much like to visit London for a similar purpose.” | 

Unfortunately, | was unable to see the other young Falasha, Taamrat 
Emanuel, who, Dr. Faitlovitch informed me, was likely to be transferred from 
the unfavourable environment of Paris to a city where both Jewish education 
and Jewish life are truer to tradition. 

[have since ascertained that although the Alliance Israélite has been 
entrusted with the large subvention voted by the Jewish Colonisation 
Association, it has become apathetic towards the cause of the Falashas, and 
its indifference is even developing into hostility. How such an attitude can 
be maintained in the face of the special trust reposed in it by the lea is a 
mystery that presses for solution. How such an attitude can be justified in 
face of the sacred interests at stake is a problem that demands the fullest 
explanation, Forty years ago the faith of the Falashas in European Jewry 
was rudely shaken. But their faith in the Messiah still remains firm. Once 
again they have been fired with the hope of relief from their brethren in 
Europe. Which is likely to be realised first their hope in man or their faith 
in the Messiah ? 

Postscript. 

Since the above article was written various developments have taken 
place with regard to the despatch of a new mission 
to the Falashas. The Central Committee of the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle resolved to send a 
small mission, which should be headed by M. Nahum, 
teacher at the Rabbinical Seminary in Constanti- 
nople. The Italian Committee “ pro Falashas” not 
having been consulted, despite its energetic labours 
in the cause, thereupon made representations to the 
Alliance. After some delay the Alliance Committee 
oi agreed that the mission should be sent out under 
_ the joint auspices of itself and the Italian Com- 
mittee, and that it should consist of M. Nahum and 
Dr. Eberlin, representing the Alliance, and Dr. 
Faitlovitch representing the Italian body. The 
leadership was entrusted to M. Nahum, from whom 
the other members of the mission were to take 
orders. Dr. Faitlovitch, feeling humiliated and

In the case of cancer, as to the Jewish liability to which there is 
frequent discussion, the death-rate of Stepney compared favourably with most 
other areas, being 26 per 100,000 living in the year 1906 only half the rate ot 
si. Marviebone. Indeed, there were only six areas in which the rate was 
piwee, viz., Shoreditch (22), Poplar (25), Bermondsey (23), Lambeth and 
Mord (20) and Greenwich (24). The cancer death-rate in Stepney 26 
per 100,000 living compares with 34 for all London. 

In the ease of. phthisis, as to the Jewish susceptiblity to which there has 
also been much discussion, the death-rate in Stepney, in the year 1906, per 
101000 persons living, was 172 a figure which was higher than inall the other 
ereas but eight. A still more unsatisfactory feature is) provided by. the 
figures relating to the “ principal epidemic diseases,” in which case the death- 
rate for Stepney (2°74 per 1,000 persons living) was higher than that of all 
other areas save four. 

In the section of the geport dealing with overcrowding, it is stated that 
there were aS many as sSIXty-sSix underground rooms in Stepney illegally 
ocupied in the year 1906.) All of these were closed. The number in Stepney 
was the highest of any area in London. The report declares that “ while it is 
probable that the increase of facilities for cheap travelling is affecting the 
demand for house accommodation in London, there is no evidence, so far as 
the annual reports show, of any marked improvement in or reduction of the 
overcrowding of dwelling-rooms.” 

From a table appended to the report, it appears that in 805 dwelling- 
rons in Stepney overcrowding was found and dealt with in the vear 1906, 
ln ten cases there were prosecutions. The figure 805 was far in excess of 
that of any other area. In Paddington -the second highest area on the list 
overcrowding was found in only 438 dwelling-rooms.

A male immigrant, who has a son at Leeds, was robbed of fifty-two 
while another’ gave up 116 marks to the man who boarded the 
Hamburg. The poverty of the immigrants necessitated their 
detention on the vround of want ol means, but on being acquainted with the 
facts of the case the Immigrant Board instituted inquiries as above stated. 

The resumed hearing of the cases took place on Tuesday, when the 
Immigration Board considered the particulars of the robbing of aliens on 
board the steamer “Oldham " at Hambure. A married Jewess, Hanne Chaitow, 
parted with £7 4s., and both she and the other victim spoke as to a man, wear- 
ing an official badge, who asserted that the shipping company required their 
money to he transmitted to the Consulat (irimsby. The Chief Steward, called 
as a witness. corroborated these statements, and said that on learning that 
the man was collecting money from the emigrants he made his way to the 
steerage quarter, bat the man had decamped. 

It appeared that the man had been in the employ of the Hamburg- 
American Line, but was dismissed on the Ist inst. He had since absconded, 
and the shipping company declined all responsibility. 

The Immigration Board said it was most desirable that the railway 
company should do everything possible to assist those on the other side in 
endeavouring to bring the thief to justice, The company should also take 
care in future that no unauthorised person was allowed on board to get at 
the emigrants. Taking the cases on their other merits, the Board said Mrs. 
Chaitow had left'a hushand and three children behind, and could not support 
herself in England. Another alien was flying from military service in Russia, 
and the others had no prospect of employment in. this country. All of them 
must, therefore, be rejected, 


it 


It is usual, in not a few cases, for the immigrants to hand their money to 
the ship's Captain, who takes charge of it until the journey’s end, and who 
vives a formal receipt for it. This procedure has been mentioned in several 
cases dealt with by the London Appeal Board, and is generally considered to 
he a wise one, despite the fact that, on one or two oceasions, certain members 
of the Board have condemned the custom. The proceedings at Girimsby 
should open the eyes of immigrants to the cupidity of self-styled “ officials” 
who board the boats at foreign ports on the look-out for those who place a 
childish trustfulness in any uniformed individual. 

Another meeting of communal workers was held last Sunday at Hull, 
with the objeet of furthering the formation of a Society for the protection 
of immigrants. <A deputation will interview the Hull Hebrew Board. of 
Guardians next Sunday with a view to taking up the work as may be con- 
jointly arranged. As the need of such an organisation is almost entirely of 
a legal nature and not immediately economic, it will-not affeet the funds of 
the Board to any considerable extent. 

Hitherto a small number of workers have done the work for the last two 
vears, occasionally assisted by the Mayor of Hull, Alderman H. Feldman, J.P., 
but it is felt essential to place the matter on a sound permanent basis on the 
lines already indicated, in order that it may receive still better attention,

Professor George Adam Smith won the enduring gratitude of every 
student of the history of Palestine, and the esgeem of every traveller to that 
country when, some few vears back, he published his “Historieal Geography 
of the Holy Land.’ This whieh has deservedly through several 
mlitions, contains the best extant maps of the country and its deseriptions 
ofsites and Written mn the stvle Stanley, far Surpass even the 
latter for vividness and brillianey, while they easily better it inh muinute 


For the first time, too. eriticism was emploved to vitalise 
tradition. The Historical Geography has only one fault, It is too heavy 
a book in weight. light as it is in eontents. Ut is a pleasure to read 
but a burden to carry, The book weighed on me as fF toiled up the 


Judean hills during a hot April, but TP could not do without it. Hence, 
though | repeatedivy determined to leave it behind me, as | started on 
expeditions, | as repeatedly felt compelled to carry it with me. 1 would 
seriously urge the publishers to issae a thin paper edition with smaller 
Margins. 

One is only speaking the sober truth in pronouncing the book a work of 
genius. Butit was consciously incomplete, 
from his purview, 


The author excluded Jerusalem 
To have done otherwise would have added to the already 
of thie hook.

ciation of her material resources, or a fall study of the historical significance

70, with Maps and Hlustrations,” Thus 
we shall have, for the first time. a work planned ona sufficiently large scale 
to interpret every. phase of the story of the Holy City, its sites, its polities, its 
literature and religion, 

The publishers enable us to give the authors own forecast of the con 
tents of the hook. In Book Lowill be treated the Topography of the Cty, ana 
a full discussion will be introduced of the many problems, therewith con 
neeted, There will be in this Seetion, an aneeount of the climate, a 
chapter on the geology and another on the earthquakes. On the latter 
there have been me prev lous studios, ver is of the ereniest 
importance, “For the earthquakes whieh we Know to have visited 
Jerusalem not only may have affected the exact distribution of the waters on 
Which so many topographical questions depend, but tave certaunly by there 
debris masked other features of the site, while the folklore connected with 
them has certainly influenced some of the Wames.” | In other words, the 
tradition of the topography of Jerusalem has been as much disturbed as its 
sorl by the earthquakes from which it has suffered. 

Now it follows from this, as from other considerations, that certain 
questions concerning the topography of ancient Jerusalem can vuever be 
definitely settled. The more so, because the excavation of the city has never 
been fully carried out, The practical obstacles are almost insuperable an 
dealing with a city covered’ by buildings, and there are, besides, the religious 
difficulties which are quite insuperable. © Moslem susceptibilities have stood 
inthe way even at Gezer; at Jerusalem these sentimental barriers are a 
hundredfold greater. “| must remind the reader,” says Prof. Smith, “that the 
exeavation of Jerusalem, though it has been profuse and thorough so far as it 
has gone, nevertheless is still incomplete, and that much of the ancient site 
remains unexplored. Whether surprises are in store for us, who can say?” 
Has Prof. Smith any surprises for his readers 2? He very modestly assures us 
that he has nothing startlingly new to unfold. He is, he tells us, convinced 
that Zion lay not on the S.W. Hill, but on the East Hill; and he agrees with 
those “who find the rock of the Altar of Burnt-offering {the traditional 
Moriah} in the present es-Sakhra, and consequently place the Temple to the 
west of this.” But it will be found that the author's conclusions will contain 
much more novelty than the author claims. 

Yet far more important and original than his theories as to the name 
Jerusalem and his critical examinations of its topography, its gates and its 
walls, is Prof. Smith's portraiture of the economic and spiritual history of the 
city. In Book IIL. he provides “what is virtually a political and religious 
history of Israel from when with David the city was first identified with the 
fortunes of the people, to that of Titus when such an identification came to 
anend,.” It is, however, in Book IL. that new ground is most conspicuously 
eovered, for in that section Professor Smith treats of the economics of 
Jerusalem. Weare introduced to the people, to its manifold interests, its 
manner of life, its culture. Readers will be glad to have the author's own 
remarks on this point. No-one ean fail to perceive that the forthcoming book 
will for the first time provide just the information which has long been 
desired and has as long been lacking. 

As | put the Chapters on the topography into shape, | found that my first design of 
adding to them one on the material resources of Jet usmlem. her agriculture, industries 
and commerce, would not be sufficient for its subject. The very difficult, problems of 
the City's economy are immediately suggested by the topography : they run through 
every phase of her ethics and polities : the character and organisation of her religion 
are deeply involved in them; and their materials survive even in the most spiritual 
forms of its symbolism which are in use at the present dav. Hlow was so large a 
COMMULITYV, espee lally with the enormous additions made to it on the occasions of the 
great festivals, able to subsist on such a site in such surroundings’ What lands 
had the City, and what did she grow on them’ Devoid as her. territory is of 
many of the necessaries of life. and beset bv obstacles to trade, how did she secure the 
former and overcome the latter? After supplying their own needs, what surplus of 
natural products did the citizens possess with Wiiich to purchase the commodities 
denied to them by their own soil’ What other revenues came to them’ There has 
been no fullanswer to these problems in the histories of Jerusalem 
hardly been raised by any historian. Yet thev are radical to the life of the City 
relevant (as | have said) to every phase of her history, and greatly intensified by the 
growth of her peculiar religious institutions, Each of them requires a’ chapter to 
itself; and as among them they start the whole subject of the ¢ ‘itv's adniinistration, |

For these last there are, of Course, man 
but as in the economic portions of this work | was without guides, | can 
hardly have done more than suggest to others fuller and more accurate ways in which 
to treat the subject 

When Professor Smith talks of “suggesting” his reader knows what to 
expect. There is no contemporary writer whose suggestions are more fruit- 
ful, more inspired than his, 


Some readers may, perhaps, imagine that this eulogistic anticipation of 


the worth of an unpublished work is lacking in prudence. But this is not the 
case. In the first instance, one need never hesitate to propheey only the best 
from this gifted scholar and writer, “ Never prophecy unless you know.” But 
of Professor Smith one does know. Therefore, one safely prophecies. And, 
secondly, Professor Smith has not left us to conjecture as to the merit of his 
“Jerusalem.” Some chapters have already appeared in the Expositor, and 


these enable one to judge confidently as to the character of the whole. 
Professor Smith, of course, writes asa Christian, but no scholar has show) 
juster appreciation of the religion of Israel, even as no scholar has 
more to enforce on the present greneration the permanent value and ete, 
beauty of the ancient ideals of Hebraisn.

Chief Baron Bury, Mr. Justice Tracey and Mr. Justice Pratt. The prisone 
pleaded not guiltv.

On the second occasion he had successfully 
challenged so many of the jury that there were not twelve remaining. The 
Attorney-General expressed his great surprise that the prisoner should have 
kept copies of his treasonable correspondence in his letter-book, which had 
been seized and ~was produced in evidence. The correspondence read by 
the prosecution showed an intimate acquaintance on the part of the prisoner 
with the affairs of the Pretender. He did not hesitate to give his advice 
when he considered it of advantage to the cause, and the trial as a whole 


showed that Francia continually transgressed the ordinances of the Mahamad 


which forbade any of the members of the Bevis Marks Synagogue trom enter- 
ing into polities, either local er national. 

Horace Walpole, mentioned in the first extract above, was a younger 
brother of Sir Robert Walpole, the Prime Minister, and himself Secretary of 
the Treasury at the time of the prosecution, He was an uncle of the more 
famous Horace Walpole, born in the year of this trial. The elder Horace 
Walpole’s evidence was merely formal. The principal other witnesses for the 
prosecution were Lord Townshend, Walpole’s brother-in-law, one of the 
Secretaries of State, and his colleague, James Stanhope, afterwards the first 
Karl Stanhope, who had the chief direction of! the measures against the 
Jacobites. <All the evidence was, however, merely formal, the  prose- 
cution taking its stand upon the incriminating documents seized on the 
occasion of Francia’s arrest. These documents were asserted by the defence 
to be forgeries. The principal line of the defence, however, was that the 
prisoner was an alien born, having been born at Bordeaux and never having 
been naturalised. He could therefore not have been guilty of treason against 
the King of England. The witnesses in support were Simon Francia, @ 
brother ; Jaques Gonsales, his uncle, who spoke English very imperfectly, 
and who testified that the prisoner was baptised in the Church of St. Andrew 
his parents were Marranos Emes Lamira and Cecilia Ceres, Gonsales is 
stated to have been sworn on the Books of Moses. The defendant himself, oft 
course, did not give evidence, but of his) previous examination by the 
Secretaries of State we are told that he refused to swear upon a New 
Testament, but preferred to use a book he had in his pocket. In the 
evidence at the trial, the identity of the. book under 
question. The book on which it -was suggested he had = sworn 
was produced, Mr. Hungerford, one of the counsel-for the defence, taking 
the book in his hand, said: “| understand a little Hebrew. This is a book to 
pray by, not swear by. [It is a collection of some Jewish prayers and rituals, 
| believe, taken out of Maimonides. You had best send it the learned 
Monfaleon in Paris; he is compiling some critical observation upon the 
Kastern languages.” 

Other evidence offered for the defence was to the effect that endeavours 
had been made to induce the prisoner to inculpate Edward Harvey, one of the 
Privy Council, and that to this end money and a free pardon had been offered 
him. The prisoner, however, had resolutely refused to buy his release a! 
such a price, 

The Lord Chief Baron, in summing up, said that the question whether 
Francia, as an alien, could have committed the offenee, must be left to thi 
Court. On the charge generally, however, he leant towards the case for th 
prosecution, The jury found a verdict of * Not guilty.” A.M.H.

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The Basis for a National Organisation. 
— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—I was delighted to read Mr. J. Best's letter in your last issue. This 
is the first echo in the provinces to my appeal for the formation of a Jewish 
National Club. The promoters of the “ National Club,” including myself, 
fully agree with Mr. Best that such a club or league must be based on broad 
Nationalism, the aim of which should be to unite all Jews who acknow- 
ledge theirown nationality. The Jewish National Club has sent out invitation 
cards to those gentlemen who have made applications for membership. 
The invitation cards have the following footnote printed on them “Zionists, 
Culturists, Territorialists, Chovevi. Zionists, and they that remained * Out- 
siders, but interested spectators are eligible.” By this statement it can be 
proved that the Clubis not “merely another branch of the Zionist movement.” 
Mr. Best seems to underrate the value of such an important aim as the pro- 
motion of unity between Zionists and I[toists. This aim is more than 
philanthropic it is nationalistic, the practical basis for broad nationalism. 
I doubt if it will be possible to arrange that the adherents of such schemes 
as Zionism and [toism should be special seetions of the National Organisa- 
tion, as suggested by Mr. Best. So long as Zionism and Itoism form two 
opposing parties, the inclusion of these elements in one organisation will do 
more harm than good to the National cause. 

My ideal of a true broad-minded Jewish Nationalist is that of one who 
will not withhold his sympathy and support from any of these great move- 
ments. If he be a Territorialist, | would expect him to support also that 
movement which aims at the acquisition of Palestine, our historic National 
home. If he bea Zionist, | would expect him also to give his full sympathy 
to the Territorialist movement, which aims at finding a land of refuge, of 
security, and of self-emancipation for a-portion of the masses of the wandering 
Jews. 

Broad Nationalism is the only basis for a general Jewish National 
Organisation. There will be plenty of work for such an organisation :-to 
propagate Nationalism among all classes: to preach tolerance to the partisans 
of every movement; and last, but not least, to organise the disorganised, 
locally and generally: Generally speaking, the object of a general Jewish 
National Organisation is to promote the political, ethical, and economical 
welfare of the Jewish Nation.

A Ghetto Wedding in India. 
By ALFRED SASSOON, 


In the large and beautiful synagogue, called the “ Shield of David,” the 
like of which cannot be seen in London, almost half the Jewish population of 
Calcutta had assembled. The hatan and kalla were plain, simple folk ; but the 
dwellers of the Jewish quarter flock in hundreds to participate in a religious 
ceremony, be it wedding or funeral. Costumes of various cut, colour and 
country mingled indiscriminately. A proud and ponderous turban from the 
Turkish Empire strove with the London chimney-pot for the highest honour 
and distinction. A meek fez with a black tuft encased a hoary skull, teeming 
with memories of far-away Shiraz. Here and there was a pleasing sprinkling 
of gaudy gowns and fantastic frocks—mere reflection these of the magnificent 
rainbow on high, for the gallery of the synagogue is one long, lovely array 
of fair forms and gorgeous garments. Under the shadow of the huge portals 
gather a little, fairy group of pretty bridesmaids, carrying bouquets of 
sweet-scented flowers. 

Just as the steeple clock begins its tintinnabulary prelude ere it strikes 
the fifth hour, the bridegroom arrives in a princely landau, hired for the 
occasion. A few minutes later, in another landau, more magnificent than the 
first, comes the veiled bride, escorted by some of her relatives. 

Under a velvet canopy which has been erected at the altar, stand the 
aflianced pair. A talith of creamy softness overmantles them. The bride is 
pale and trembling ; the bridegroom, flushed and red-faced, tries to maintain 
the equilibrium of his silk hat—the first of its kind he has donned. The 
spectators press around the altar-railings, each striving to possess the 
nearest point of observation. The benedictions are repeated in the clear. 
toned voice of the crimson-robed minister; the wine is sipped by the 
hatan and kalla; and the goblet is smashed to atoms on the floor. Many 
scramble after the splinters of glass, for it is said that he who keeps a piece 
will surely wed during the year. 

A part of the congregation remain in the synagogue to pray the 
“Arbeet.” Others depart to the scene of festivities and merrymaking. \o 
invitations are issued to the wedding. None are needed, for all are brothers 

in the House of Jacob. 

Up a broken flight of stairs, through a narrow passage and into a low. 
roofed room step the hatan and kalla to the tune of a lively wedding-march. The 
women hail them with the wondrous cry of —* Lu-lu-lu-lu-la-lu-lo-lu-lo-la 
making this shrill sound of joy with some peculiar twist of the tongue. Then 
falls a momentary hush as the happy couple—sovereigns of the hour--seat 
themselves. After a while the blushing queen rises to cut the wedding-cake 
—a fortress of plums and flour. The trembling knife under the delicate 
fingers crunches through the sugary ramparts and then slides softly and 
gracefully into the interior of the wondrous confection. Lo! to the wonder 
and delight of the guests several rial prisoners are liberated from the 
sugary fortress. The little birds which had been so cleverly caged in the 
cake fly merrily about the room. 

Toasts and airy orations flash on the sparkling effervescence of cham- 
pagne. The supply of the expensive nectar is quickly exhausted and grosser 
drinks are indulged in. Cloves and cardamoms are distributed. Every 
moment fresh guests arrive. The air is stifling. The fumes of tobacco hang 
like a canopy of clouds. The room is packed with every grade of humanity. 
The Ghetto money-changer rubs shoulders with the kosher butcher. Builders 
of the Tower of Babel seem to have congregated here. The tongues of many 
lands are heard—of Arabia, Britain and dusky Hindustan. But more 
clamorous than the combined tongues of the five continents is the unsophis- 
ticated language of a triad of lusty babies. Then the piercing “* Lu-lu-lu- 
lu-lu”’ of the women shakes the very casements. Vainly do Messrs. Hop, 
Stout and Ball ply their violins. The strings threaten to snap every 
moment. Drowned in the roar of revelry, the soft strains of “ Valse Bleu’’ 


and “ Home Sweet Home’’ sound like the faint squealing of rate. Forthwith,-. 


Messrs. Hop, Stout ‘and Ball retire with their stringed instruments. Appear 
in their stead Zumbertooth, Zerubbabel and Zechariah. Zumbertooth plays 
the nukara ; Zerubbabel hammers with his mighty fist the dumbuk; and 
Zechariah howls Hebrew and Arabic songs in a voice that shakes the very 
roof of the house. A glass of arrack—-neat, burning arrack—which bad been 
brewed in Bagdad—imparts such vigour to Zerubbabel’s fists that a hundred 
thousand demons seem to roar out of his dumbuk. 

The dinner-hour approaches. Someone makes a sign to the musicians 
and there is a sudden lull inthe merry-making. The room is cleared and 
the guests are penned in an adjoining verandah. A long, narrow table is 
brought in and the covers laid. The bride and bridegroom take their seats 
at the head of the table. The males sit on one side; the females on the 
other—in the fashion of the Orient. A goodly number of guests are 
scattered about the house, for all cannot be provided with a seat at the 
banquet-table. One may be seen leaning against a window-sill and 
enjoying the leg of a fowl, fingers and teeth being useful substitutes for 
crockery and cutlery. Another may be discussing a dainty bit of kabo! 
and the state of the opium market with a fellow-merchant. Some muy 
ruo up to their homes, snatch a hasty meal and return to take part in the 
dancing and singing which are resumed after dinner. Towards the smal! 
hours of the morning the wedding-party breaks up.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik, In reference to the letter of contradiction appearing in your issue 
of Friday, in which the Higher Broughton Synagogue takes exception to the 
report in your previous week's issue that their synagogue was a party to the 
above scheme; and that Mr. Louis Kletz was elected one of the Sub-Committee 
to carry out the scheme, permit us to give you the following ‘explanation, 

Owing to many synagogues in Manchester not having a burial-ground-of 
their own, those who pay to other burial-crounds are existing on sufferance, 
The Shechita Board who, at its formation, took the responsibility of providing 
for free burials, which it has done for the last sixteen years and which has caused 
a deal of trouble in the past, convened a conference. An invitation was sent 
to all such synagogues, including the Higher Broughton. In reply we received 
a letter from their Secretary saying that their Executive had not yet met, 
but no doubt they would send several delegates to attend the conference. 
This particular meeting having been called in the morning instead of the 
afternoon, the Higher Broughton delegates were unable to attend, but froman 
assurance of an influential member present at the meeting on the Sab- 
Committee .that the Higher Broughton Synagogue would join, and’ as the 
President of each synagogue was elected on the Sub-Committee, Mr. L. Kletz 
was included. We regret that the Higher Broughton Synagogue were unable 
to join, but we hope that they will do so later on, as there is no denying the 
great importance and the vreat necessity of carrying out the scheme. As 
this no doubt will make for the future peace of the community and supply 
a want which is absolutely necessary for a long time to come, we earnestly 
appeal to the community for their support to carry out the scheme.
